But while Grant needs 113 votes less 
than the Democratic candidate, he has 128 
already instructed for him in New York and 
Pennsylvania, with forty-two more in 
Illinois and thirty more in the capacious 
pockets of Chauncey Filley and Knight 
Rosenblatt, making in all 200 votes from 


Jour States alone. 


So he only needs 179 votes more, with 
every State inthe Union except four to 
draw from. The ‘Solid South’? will have 
276, and furnish more than enough to nomi- 
nate Grant. ; 

On the other band, where is Mr. Tilden’s 
strength? The South is positively against 
him. The great State of Pennsylyania has 
practically already declared against him, 
and will send a Hancock or Bayard delega- 
tion to Cincinnati. Ohio is sure to stand 
by Allen G, Thurman, Indiana by Hendricks 
and Illinois most likely by Wm.R. Morrison. 
Massachusetts and New England Democrats 
are openly for Bayard. How, then, is it 
possible for Mr. Tilden to carry a two- 
thirds majority? How can he hope to re- 
ceive the nomination under such circum- 
starces? All the leaders of the party,

His own State is against him. His 
own record, his own infirmities are 
against him. He can not, will not be nom- 
inated. Most probably he will not be a 


candidate when the Cincinnati Convention , 


assembles. 

But who is the man? 

It will probably be some one who can 
carry Ohio. The very moment Grant’s 
nomination is declared at Chi¢ago Ohio ‘be- 
comes a doubtful State and the battle- 
zround. If Ohio is lost to the Republicans 
in October, the Presidency is lost to them. 

But who ean carry Ohio for the Democrats? 
We think that Thurman and Bayard would 
do it, or Bayard and Thurman, or Seymour 
and Hendricks. 

We think that Bill Morrison is a possible 
dark horse who ‘could receive a large Ger- 
man vote in Ohio. 

Democratic prospects never were better 
than they are to-day. Let us hope that 
Grant will be nominated, and that the 
Democrats will not make another blunder 
like the Greeley nomination. 


Sr. LOUIS came very near securing the 
Democratic National Convention after all, 
a week or two ago. A Cincinnati dispatch 
toa Chicago newspaper says that recently 
there was trouble between Col. Harris, 
chairman of the citizens’ committee 
which _ represented Cincinnati at 
Washihgton, and the hotel _ proprie- 
tors. One of the inducements offer- 
ed to secure the convention for Cincin- 
nati was the promise that each member of 
the National Committee was to. be enter- 
tained without cost to himself. The local 
committee at first wanted the hotel 
men to contribute this much as a sacrifice 
towards securing the convention. This 
they refused to do, and it was right lere 
that the hitch came in, Since that time 
hotel proprietors and the chairman of the 
Cincinnati committee held ameeting and 
compromised. It was agreed ‘that the 
Grand, Gibson and Burnet houses should 
divide the National Committee equally 
among themselves at $4 a day, to be paid 
Up to this time 
the rush for quarters has not been as great 
as was anticipated. If our citizens’ com- 
mittee had known of this row at the proper 
time they might have captured the conven- 
tion after all by offering to board, lodge 
and wash the National Committee and keep 
the same in beer and such other beverages 
as the tastes of the members might re- 
quire. 


AFTER another grapple with the notorious 
Nancy J. Clem, the State of Indiana, in the 
awful form and majesty of justke, has gained 
one more victory over evil.

Jacob Young and his wife. The bodies were 
found on the bank of the river near I[ndianap- 
olis. She was tried tive times for the crime, 
the juries disagreeing twice. She was twice 
convicted and sentenced to life imprisonment, 
but the indictment was nolle pros’ed on her 

lesttrial. She served two years inthe State 
prison before being released. During ths 


trial it was brought out that she was a most 
daring speculator and operator. She was 


continually borrowing large sums of money 
from leading business men, always pay- 
ing exorbitant rates of interest. Dur- 
ing her trials she always manifested 
great nerve, independence and shrewdness, 
not to say intellectual traits of a high order. 
She never made a damaging admission nor 
lost a point in the evidence. After her return 
from prison she lived in quiet for a season,but 
soon her mysterious financial operations were 
renewed and her relations with money-lenders 
began once fore to attract attention. Her 
late trouble grew out of a fraudulent attempt 
on her part to get possession of some of her 
notes held by one William Hinkston. The 
queer part about the dangerous woman’s 
csreer is that nobody seems to know what use 
she makes of the large sums. of money re- 
peatedly passing through her hands. She has 
cost the State a large sum and it is hoped that 
she has received her final blow, but the men 
of influence and means who have saved her on 
several other occasions are still alive and 
potent, and there is still many a slip between 
her and the prison door.

RESCUING NEW YORK. 


Progress of the Siege of the English Sal- 
vation Army. 
[From the New York Herald, 20th. | 

Protected by waterproofs and heavy walk- 
ing shoes the Army of Salvation foraged 
tbrough the city of sin-laden souls yesterday. 
As the result of five days’ labor they count 
up fourteen rescued sinners, whom they élass 
into divisions as follows: Thoroughly saved, 
two; saved, ten; entering the King’s highway 
znd nearly saved, two. In addition to this 
they count five persons who are struggliag to 
escape. the bondage of Satan, one of whom 
bas just given the devil warning that he will 
leave him and has promised to be present at 
the meetings to be held to-day and continue 
the struggle. Yesterday the demands of 
business detained him. He explained that 
he is a Wiper atthe engine houseof the New 
York Elevated Railroad and that he could 
not come to the afternoon or evening meeting 
without imperiling his position. Miss Lieuten- 
tenant Aun Shaw, whowas wrestling with 
bim in prayer, said, ‘*What are elevated 
railroxds or engines or all this world can give 
in the balance with your eternal weifare?” 
‘“That’s all very well,’? replied the wiper, 
‘*but the bread and butter for my wife and 
children is important. I’m going to get that 
first, and then 1’m after my soul, and I will 
vet itshining before I finish the job. ’Pears 
tome.’ he continued, reflectively, ‘‘as if 
souls are Jike inyines. ‘They come off the line 
dirty, all over grease and ashes, the brass work 
black as a bootand some of it green like. You 
know that it was clean once, and you grab a 
big piece of wWaste—that’s cotton rags we use 
for cleaning—and you go at itand: vive her a 
reugh wipe all over; then you wipe it a little 
finer; then you go for the brass with pummy- 
stune and eil and she comes out shining.

chine, a rickety table. a hospitable-louking 
store and some papers give a home-like air to 
the apartment otherwise uot cheerful or par- 
ticulaniv comfortable. A Herald reporter 
taulhed with gvuests of the house during tbe 
dav. One, anintelligent young Englishman, 
just arrived, said, **Nv wife las had several 
ttle spats With the Salvation Army—ihat is, 
the womun part of it. ‘They are not obtrusive 
with their belief, but taey did want my wife 
to be saved. Now, she is a Christian woman, 
who thinks that she can run her own soul, 
but don’t believe she can do any more thaa 
vet into heaven if she pays strict attention to 
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thev cid in England. They were not allowed 
to preach or «xbortia the street. I’ve seen 
them merch along singing and praying, but 
always moving on. 
Lancashire, and when they went intothe mar- 
the butchers used to heave bones at 
them.

A Herald reporter 
talked with the two ladies at length Sing 
the forenoon. The interview was interrupted 
frequently by the two soldiers continually of- 
fering to pray for the reporter’s soul and per- 
sistently asking him.to turn to Jesus.

CHINA’S MILITARY STRENGTH. 


Something in, Regard to the Army of 
the Celestial Empire. 


[From the Boston Herald. ]} 

The grave complications which have arisen 
between China and Russia render an account 
of the military strength of the former inter- 
esting. The only Chinese troops that can in 
any degree be regarded as sapabie of mobili- 
zation and fighting arethose stationed at 
Tientsin, Canton, Foochow and Shanghai. 
Their number is hardly greater than 50,000. 
A year ago, when the Kashgar question was 
under discussion, this force was estimated at 
150,000 men, but engagements and losses of al! 
kinds have reduced them largely, and subse- 
quent recruitings in Shansi, Sze-chuen, Hunan 
and Hupeh have not been very favorable. Ina 
the guard at Vekinthe infantry consists of 
four battalions of 875 men each, who were, uy 
to a short time ago, armed with muzzle-loid- 
ers, and partly exercised acvording 
to the principles of European 
tactics, 400 men being sent to Tientsin to be 
drilled there by foreign instructors, with the 


| ultimate object of communicating the knowl- 


edge thus gained to their comrades in the capi- 
tal: of one battalion of cadets, 500 strong, 
carrving bows, arrows, spears and various 
other old Chinese weapons; of a battalion of 
500 with small matchlocks;: of two battalion-, 
of 500 men each, armed with long matchlocks, 
called gingals, of which every two men re- 
ceive one (this enormous weapon beiag six 
feet long, and when about to be discharged 
Jaid onthe shoulder of the front man and 
fired by the second); of a corps of 1200 men, 
armed with swords and shields, and of one of 
200 men, bearing Chinese weapons, who form 
the body guard of the first imperial prince. 
The cavalry is composed of two divisions of 
1,000 each,armed with carbines and chassepots, 
and of three squadrons bearing matchlocks. 
The artillery has 24 Russian tield-pieces, with 
only two horses and six men to each. There 
are besides 1,000 artillerymen, who have sm ul 
iron cannon, with calibers varving from four 
ounces to a pound, which are fired from ano 
embankment orwall. Outside Pekia, chiefly 
in the neighborhood of the summer palace, 
there are two battalions of infantry, of 875 men 
eacb, armed with Russian muzzle-loaders, 
1,00 men with large matchlocks, 2,000 with 
matehlocks and short swords, one battery with 
125 European trainea artillerymen and four 
field guns, and one howitzer battery, also with 
four guns and 125 men. Hence the troops in 
and around Pekin amount to 10,250 infantry, 
5,500 cavalry and 1,750 artillery, with 23 field 
guns—or, in all, 17,000 men. At the head of 
the whole army is the Minister of War, who 
especially deals with,the troops of the guard; 
for itis no part of his duty to superintend the 
bannermen and other troops in Pekin and the 
summer palace. His power over the provia- 
cial army, also, is almost entirely nominal. 
The Minister isa civilian, and so, as a rule, 
are his chief assistants. He receives ordinary 
reports from all commanding ollicers of the 
lavd and sea forces, from the Governors-Gen- 
eral and Governors in their capacity of milita- 


ry authorities, fromthe officials responsible

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SCANDAL IN HIGH PLACES.

Senator Christiancy’s Sale of Office and 
-' « His Domestic Troubles. 
1 Washington Dispatch to New York Times. } 
The story of domestic unhappiness related 
by Mrs. Christiancy is exceptional in some 
peenionlsiy One could hardly imagine an ex- 
reme Court Judge, an ex-Senator of the 
United States and at present amember of the 
American Diplomatic Corps in the role of a 
wife-beater, yet Mrs. Christiancy avers that 
he has, upon several occasions, 


actually 
knocked her down, and that upon other in- 
teresting occasions Mr. Christiancy varied the 
programme by choking, pinching and slapping 
her. This difficulty between man and wife 
grew after the knowledge upon the part of the 
latter cf the intrigue by whieh Mr. 
Christiancy  resigne his place in 
the Senate to make way for the 
late Zachariah-Chandler. The particulars, as 
related by Mrs. Christiancy, are substantially 
28s follows: It was in the fall of 1878 that Zach- 
eriah Chandler went to Mr. Christiancy’s 
house in Lansing and there made the arrange- 
ment for the latter’s withdrawal from the Sen- 
ate. Mrs. Christiancy suys that this inter- 
view occurred in the month of October. She 
was not presentat the interview, but Dr. 
Victor Christiancyv, a son of the Senator, now 
residing in Leavenworth, Kansas, was in the 
next room and heard the greater part of the 
conyersition. Victor repeated the conversa- 
tiontoher. QOntbe same day he gave her a 
graphic description of Messrs. Chandler anil 
Christiancy walking up and down, haggling 
over theterms. Mr. Chandler began the con- 
versation by saying that. be had been to Wash- 
ington and had seen President Hayes, and 
that the matter pending between 
them was all right. This remark showed that 
there had been other conversations between 
them upon the same subject. Mr. Chandler 
then went on to say that Mr. Christiancy 
could have either the mission to Peru or Cen- 
tral America.

An Incredible Crime. 
{Philade!phia Special to New York Herald. | 

Gov. Hoyt this afternoon issued the death 
warrants of Henry Wise, Israel Brandt and 
Joiah Hummel, three of fourmen who. em: 
loved Charles Drews (executed last Novem- 
ver) ‘to murder Joseph Raber in Lebanon 
county to obtain $10,000 insuranee on his life. 
The date of the hanging is Thursday, May 13. 
Raber was murdered by drowning in a small 
creek on December 7, 1878. The murder orig- 
inated with Brandt. whois a one-armed man 
and was for years noted as an out- 
law, He communicated the plot to Wise. 
Hummel and George Zechman, who joined 
him in a conspiracy to first heavily insure old 
Raber and have him put out of the way. The 
conspirators agreed to pay Charles Drews 
$1,5 of the insurance money for 
the death of Raber. Drews agreed 
to carry out their wishes and a 
short time before the old man was drowned 
had. taken him toa dam, into which he had 
resolved to throw him. His courage failed 
bim and Raber’s Jife was saved. Drews wa; 
severely upbraided for his cowardice, and his 
lifethreatened by Brandt if he did not kill 
the old man. He then employed Frank Stich- 
ler, only nineteen years old, for $100 to assist 
him in the murder of Raber, and on the 7ih of 
December, 1878, Stichler threw him in a 
creek, and with the assistance of Drews held 
him under the water until he was dead. The 
crime was witnessed by a daughter of Drews 
and a son-in-law, who afterward gave the 
principal testimony in thetrial of the six 
murderers, all of whom were convicted. 
Zechman was awarded a new trial, and owing 
to the contradictory statements of Wise, one 
of the conspirators whom the Commonwealth 
had used as a witness. he was acquitted. 
Wise strongly implicated Zachman, but let no 
opportunity pass without screening himself. 
Judge Pearson, who tried the cases, after the 
evidence bad gone to the jury is credited with 
having said that he did not know what a Leb- 
onon county jury would do, but he would con- 
sign himtothe gallows. Fur his testimony 
Wise supposed that he would not be sentenced 
to death. At the recent meeting of the Board 
of Pardons application for the commutation of 
the death penalty to life imprisonment was re- 
fused. Brandt and Hummel, whose cases had 
been untavorably considered by the Supreme 
Court, expected to be heard ona similar ap- 
plication, but the board refused to consider 
their plea because the necessary papers had 
not been filed, The Board will probably hear 
the cases soon, but there is no chance for in- 

terruption of the hanging.

Grant’s Appointment as Colonel.

Ex-Assistant Adjt.-Gen. Daniel L. Gold, of 
Ilinois, writes concerning Gen. Grants nis- 
tory during the summer of’1861, as follows: 
‘“*iex-Capt. Grant came to Springfield in Muy. 
ISG], tendered bis services in anv capacity to 
Gov. Yutes, but met with slight encourage. 
ment. He didn’t take weil witb several of the 
then State oilicers, yet, the Legislature having 
ordered a regiment of thirty-days’ men to be 
orcanized in each Congressional Discrict, and 
the available force to muster and form these 
troops not being at hand, Capt. Grant was 
placed in Camp Yates as a man-of-ali-work, 
under Gen. T, S. Mather, Adjutant-General, 
and for a few days or weeks he drew his sti- 
pend of t3 per diem for such service. He 
never Was appointed a Captain of a company 
nor on stuff duty. About this time the Twen- 
ty-first Regiment, incamp at Mattoon, under 
Col. 8S. S. Goode, beeame bidly demoralized. 
and the boys were about to be given over to 
the bad asa perverse set of larks. It was 
suggested to Jessie K. Duboise that he hunt 
up a Colore! for this wild regiment of Zouaves 
from his district, who could und word de- 
mand obedience. ‘Uncle Jessie,’ with his 
accustomed foresight. picked out Grant. Gov. 
Yates and others of his advisers objected. 
Uncle Jessie persisted, and after a warm con- 
test, Grant’s appointment was acquiesced ia, 
and he was duly commissioned as Colonel June 
15, 1861, by Gen. Mather. Gen. A. C. Fuller 
Was not appointed Adjutanut-General until 
November 11, 1861, consequently he had noth- 
ing to do with Grant’s selection or appoint- 
ment. This master stroke of the whole war 
belongs to Jessie K. Dubois, and to him 
alone.’? 
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An Immense Wheat Crop.

According to the Western newspapers the 
prospects of the winter wheat crop in that sec- 
tion are excellent. Iu eleven States the yield, 
it is estimated, will be about sixty per cenc 
larger than last season. In Illinois, for in- 
stance, an immense yield is promised; Michi- 
gan repoitsan increase of seventy per cent; 
Indiana shows a marked acreage increase; 
Missouri, which had an unprecedentedly large 
crop last season, will, it is expected, do fully 
as Well this vear. Equally favorable reports 
come from Ohio, Kentucky, Kansas, Nebraska 
and Wisconsin. ‘The prosperity of the farm- 
ers B.eans the prosperity of nearly every other 
class in the Community, so that the outlook all 
around is all that could be reasonably desired. 
It should be taken into account that the size 
of the crop will depend in a great measure up- 
onthe weather during the next couple of 
weeks. The only drawback thus faris the 
dearth of snow, which appears to extend over 
all the States above mentioned.

THE CLIFF-DWELLERS. * | 
Remains of Curious Habitations in the 
‘Caverns of Colorado. 
[Montezuma Valley Cor. Wisconsin Journal. } 

I now give oy the result of my travels and 
observations in the valley and canon of Mon- 
tezuma, a8 promised in my last letter. The 


30 min., running east and west, and extend- 
ing north as far as 38 deg., embracing an area 
of about 200 square miles—a portion of which 
is undulating, covered with pinon cedar, 
chaparral and sage brush, through and among 
which is found a luxuriant growth of nutri- 
trious buneh grass, affording ample food 
for stock; a scarcity of water in some 
places is the principal drawback, how- 
ever. The drainage of the valley finds its 
way through numerous canons or gorges, va- 
rying from 100 to 1,600 feet in height, and all | 
eonverging intoone grand canon or outlet, 
with an average width of one-half to three- 
quarters of a mile, bordered upon each side 
with high, precipitous bluffs of red sand- 
stone, Worn smevth by the action of the ele- 
ments. Here are aeep caverns worn or 
washed out of the sandstone, some of whic 
are half as large as the dome on your Capitol, 
und somewhat simi.arin shape. These cav- 
ers or hollow places were utilized by a form- 
er race of people. as their present appearance 
plainly indicates, having been walled up with 
stones laid in mud, which is now very hard 
and unyielding. 

“The * ‘cliff houses,’’ as they are called, are 
as veriedin their construction as the locali- 
ties in which they are situated, no two being 
preeisely alike, but all affording a certain 
amount of protection in case of assault or in- 
vasion from an enemy. 

Many ofthese cliff houses are now difficult 
of access, the steps cutin the sandstone hav- 
ing partially worn away or yielded to the sub- 
tle attacks of time. Yetthere are none sodif- 
ficult of access that our curiosity will permit 
us to pass them without notice and careful 
examination. Consequently, we have to avail 
ourselves of the limited facilities at command, 
and, with tife aid of ropes and other impro- 
vised tackle, we clamber up,and sometimes 
lower ourselves down from the summit of the 
bluffs to them. Our perseverance is not gener- 
ally rewarded, however, by the discovery of 
many relics and remains. A few flint arrow- 
heads and pieces of broken pottery constitute 
about all we have yet discovered which tends 
to throw any light upon the occupants of 
these strange places of abode. How long they 
resided he1e, or what ultimately became of 
thein, are matters subject to conjecture and 
speculation. The masonry in many ofthe 
houses exhibits consideraple skill and inge- 
nuity in eopstruction; the walls vary very lit- 
tle from a perfect vertical or perpendicular 
position, and are either straight or circular, 
accolding io the location. The stones in 
many plaees still exhibit the marks of tools 
and present the appearance of having been 
highly polished, their exposed surface being 
nearly as sinooth as dressed marble. Mhere is 
seneraily but one aperture or opening, front- 
ing or facing the canon, but there are passa- 
ges from: one room to anotber on the inside. 

The cliff houses were not the only places of 
abode of this people, but there are other re- 
mains of their habitations scattered overa large 
tract of country, generally in the most com- 
manding and conspicuous positions. All that 
is pow left are the faint outlines of their build- 
ings and enclosures, and mouitds of stone and 

arth. We have dug into several places which 
we supposed were graves, but could discover 
nothing except a stratajor deposits offcharcoal 
aboutanineu thick in each, and we arrived 
ut the conclusion that they eremated their 
dead. 

Who this former race of people were, or 
what became of them, are questivuns more 
easily propounded than satisfacsorily answer- 
ea. They were probably some of tae de- 
scendants of the Aztec ruce, under the lead- 
ership of Montezuma, their chief, who was put 
to death by the spaniards about the time of 
the conquest of Mexico. 

The Pueblos—a race of Indians now resid- 
ing in New Mexico—still entertain the belief 
that Montezuma wiil return, und it is tueir 
custom to ascend their housetops to g1ze upon 
the morning sun, in the hope of witnessing 


Tsere are nune of them. however, with 
whom I have conversed who have any record, 
history or knowledge of the race of pevple whe 
formerly inbabited this loeslity. 

On the smovuth walls of the canon, in some 
piace, are a series of bierozlyphies, represent- 
ing pictures of beasis, birds, reptiles, and also 
of the sun. ‘Their pottery exhibits some ®ki!l 
in its manufacture, showing a variety of de- 
signs, both in” construction and ornamenta- 
tion. 

Sierra-de-la-Utah, or Ute mountain, lodins 
in grandeur high above the surrouadiags on 
the south side of the canon, from the summit 
of Which can be seen néariy the whole south- 
west portion of this State, besides affording 
an extensive view of the adjoining territories 
of New Mexico, Arizona and Utah. The 
mountain being covered with snow, we were 
unable to ascertain its formation—whether 
granite, slate or sandstone, or whether the in- 
dications were favorable for mineral. The 
greater portion of Southwestern Colorado is 
now claimed by afew Ute Indians, who look 
with a jealous eye upon any intrusive paleface 
who ventures within the limits of this domain 
for the purpose of hunting, prospecting, eve.

And for a long time 
past—to say nothing of the fact that its corre- 
spondents seem ofiento have been used as 
the tools of stock-jobbers—the whole paper 
hes displayed a lack of editorial tact and super- 
vision that wouid be disgraceful in a village 
weekly. Leading articles written in 
eccentric English or deformed by such stupen- 
dous errors as the resuscitation of Nihilist 
leaders who died ten years ago; telegraphic 
puffs of Continental theatrical or operatic 
performances couched in the silliest and most 
extravagant language; ‘‘buils’’ that atwelve- 
year old school-boy would avoid and errors he 
could detect; and, above all, startling le'térs 
from respectable people big with discoveries 
that have been in the elementarv text-books 
for years—ail these blemishes that testify so 
plainly to ignorance or that greater vice in 
journalism, carelessness, have marred the 
pages of a newspaper which lays claim to in- 
fallibility. Itis not possible to destroy such 
a property as the Times, but the efforts of the 
present management in that direetion have 
deserved success, if they have not attained it.

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THE STRIKES. 


The strike in East St. Louis is at a stand- 
still again to-day. Nothing whatever has 
been done since the meeting on Saturday af- 


' terms of the strikers and none. of 
the latter going to work at the 
old figures. The grounds about the 


~ Relay Depot are quite covered with the two 


hundred men who are out on this strike, and 
they are gathered in little knots earnestly dis- 
cussing the situation. The men seemed to be 


rather less hopeful than they had been about 


the successful termination of the strike, and 
the present state of affairs 
a pleasant one for » 


employers or employed. The men themselves 
who are out appear to be well supplied with 
money and to bein good condition to makea 
long and successful fight, but they are not 
the only supply of labor which can be drawn 
on, and some men are leaving other pursuits 
that are worse remuvuerated to take th; 
places that the strikers will not fill for 
the wages paid. This movement, 
however, is by no means a large one, and bus- 
iness is practically paralyzed until the strike 
terminates, one way or the other. 

Shippers holding stock or perishable goods 
cannot get some of the roads totake their 
merchandise, or upon the lines that are will- 
ing to issue bills of lading the shippers them- 
selves ratber hang back and seem to 
fear that some smal! strikes along 
the routes, which are extremelv aptto hap- 
pen, might so interfere With the quick trans- 
mittal of the trains as to entail heavy loss 
upon the shippers. As a consequence of this 
state offeeling the business streets of St. 
Louis are becoming quite choked up with 
freight, the sidewalks on the river 

front and the thoroughfares back of 
it being almost  impassabie. Anoth- 
er meeting was held to-day at l 
~o’clock, in which nothing of very much im- 
portance took place, and, on the whole, Mon- 
day’s doings have not changed the situation at 
aii. The Southeastern road has acceded to 
the demands of the strikers, which is the most 
important victory won yet by the outs. 


The Ohio and Mississippi. 


A rumor, and apparently a very well found- 


ed one, was current throughout ihe streets of 
East St. Louis this morning to the effect that 
the Ohio and Mississippi had givenin to the 
strikers’ terms, but had discharged all its old 
force and taken on a completely 
new equipment of men, refusing 
to employ any of the me& who had left. Inas- 
much as the Ohio a Mississippi 

considered in railroad ciréles as the line with 
the strongest backbone in East St. Louis, a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter became interested 


in this story and examined = the 
rumor closely. A group of strik- 
ers, all of whom declined with 


unnecessary emphasisto give their names, 
were quite sure that the Ohio and Mississippi 
had cometotime. ‘*They have discharged all 
of their old hands,’’ said one, ‘but they paid 
$2 a day for new ones, and thaé is all we ask.” 

‘But what good will that do you, if new 
meg are taken in your places?” 

‘Tf it don’t dous any good it will do some- 
body else. And thatis the main point. You 
see after all it is only a change around; men 
from one road will go on to another.’’ 

“Yes, but is not the O. & M. Road full of 
new men who have not worked on any road 
here before’’’ 

‘*Yes, that is what is said, but Idon’t know 
how true that is.’’ 

MR. DAVISON, 
the manager, was found at the office of the 
company, and was very much surprised to 
hear the rumor which was afloat. 

*T’j] tell you what is a fact, sir; we have 
made no concession at alJ, as faras I know any- 
thing about it. We can get all the men we want 
at the old figures, and are turning men away 
now that we cannotemploy. You see that as 
a matter of fact we were running with a 
larger force than we ought to have had, and 
consequently we are nowfull handed. The 

; & M. hasn’t made any con- 
cessions, does not intend to so. far 
as I know, and 1s taking every pound of 
freight that offers. We are running every 
{rain on schedule time and will continue that 
way, you may depend uponit.” 


The Vandalla Fiasco. 

Atthe Vandalia yards this morning all was 
quiet. A reporter who noticed a number of 
strange faces approached one of the groups 
and asked generally what was new. 
Two or three responded in a 
chorus that there was much new 
to them and onelof the men stepped into the 
center of the crowd and said that it was ‘‘a 
sharp piece of business, but would not work 
with them. Wemust get what the strikers 
ask for or we won’t work, and that ends the 
thing conclusively.”’ John Dillon, one of the 


men, was questioned by the reporter with the 
attached result: 


‘‘Are these men resident in East St. 
Louis?’ 
Mi **NO, thirteen of them are from Indianapo- 
és 


‘Are they switchmen and brakemen and do 
they propose to fillthe places made vacant in 
the vards bv the strike?’ 

‘*Well, no; some of them are railroaders 
ard some of them are not. I don’t believe 
that three or four of them could set a brake if 
they tried; but three men were wanted, and 
they were sent along with the rest of us.’”’ — 

‘*Who sent you to East St. Louis’’’ 

wh A Mr. Avery, the yardmaster of the 
Vandalia at Indianapolis, came to us and told 
us that the switcliimen and brakemen on the 
road at East St. Louis bad struck for $1 90 a 
day, and that the company had agreed to pay 
them what they asked for, but that the men 
still refused to work and were dis- 
charged. He told us that from the letter 
he had received instructing him to secure 
more men, be learned that the men who were 
not anxious to work at all had left the place 
after being discharged. Believing that this 
was true, the thirteen men here now came 


along. On the train we _ got a &. 
Louls pewspaper, and that was the first 
J intimation we hsd that there was any 


We came along any how 
and when we got to the Relay Depot the com- 
pany treated us very well and gave each of us 
our breakfast andacigar. After we left the 
depot we learned the true situation, that is, 
that the men bad struck for $2 a day for 
switchmen and heipers, 0 a month for 
switch-tenders, $75 for foremen and $100 for 
yardmastéfs, and we found out that the com- 
pauies bad not acceded tothe demands. This 

_ebanged the case, and, of course,we wouldn’t 
go to work.’’ 

INDIANAPOLIS FIGURES. 
‘*What were you men receiving at Indian- 


apolis?” 
“We are getting very small wages 
there. Switchmen get $1 49a day, and figt- 


¢lass switchmen, what you call foremen here, 
$1 56. We were told the men had struck for

AN INTERVIEW BETWEEN BOSS AND MER. 

At this juncture Mr. M. K. Elliott, Traio- 
master of the Vandalia, came up and saluted 
the crowd as follows, **Well, boys, going 
to work?” 

One ot the men who acted 
as spokesmen ~for _ the crowd 
stepy ed forward and said: “No, 1 don’t think 
we can go to work as things stand now. Mr. 
Avery misrepresented things.’’ 

‘sHow is that?’ said Mr. Elliott. ‘*I do 
not see how that can be. I wrote him a letter 


| telling him what the men would get. I have 


no right to tix the wages, and I don’t see how 
he should misrepresent anything to you. 
What did he say?’ 

‘*Well, be told us that the men here had 
been discharged and had left, and that men 
must be had, and that we might just as well 
take the places as not, and that there was no 
men around. Now this isn’t the fix, and we 
won’t work as things now stand.” 

With this Mr. Elliott walked off, saying he 
could not understand Mr. Avery’s action and 
would telegraph him for an explanation. 
Before leaving the group, however, he told 
them that the Governor had notified the man- 
agers ofall the roads that the State militia 
would, under any circumstances, protect the 
men employed against violence. To this the 
men replied that no violence had been 
offered as yet, and that they did not see the 
reason for the Governor’s notifying the man- 
agers ofany such thing. On the whole the 
men characterized the assertion as a ‘‘big 
stiff,’ which in the vernacular means an un- 
truth. Mr. Elliott left for the office and the 
men forjthe Relay Depot. 


The Union Railway and Transit Com- 
pany. 

The seventy-five freight hands who were on 
a strike at the Union Transit Freight 
Depot, Eleventh and Poplar streets were 
on hand this morning’ before seven 
o’clock,anxious to hear whether those in power 
would grant them the $150 aday. They were 
notifiedthat the eompany had no intention 
of acceding to their demands 
and that those who chose could 
resume work atthe usualrate. Oneortwodid 
so, but the majority refused. Immediately the 
company began engaging new men, and by 10 
o’clock some twenty new hands were at work 
loading and unloading freight. The strikers, 
whose presence somewhat intimidated the 
men at work, were then called in the office and 
paid off, andthe company aitlirms it will not 
re-eipploy any of them. They want 
Notrouble is anti- 
cipated, and although the company will suffer 
some inconvenience, they expect to be able to 
run things as unsualinadayortwo. Last 
Saturday the clerks handled some of the 
freight, and this morning all the ‘‘boys’’ were 
complaining of stiff backs and aching shoul- 
ders. Afterthe strikers were paid olf they 
departed, andthe scene around the freight 
depot resumegl its wonted appearance. ‘

The decisions of the Supreme Court which 
were announced this morning in the Nugent 
and Redemeier cases will necessitate the hang- 


ing of those two prisoners at an early 
day. Their respective attorneys have 
done all that can be done and 


there now seems to be no hope forthe men, as 
there is no reason to believe the Governor will 


interfere. 
EDWARD NUGENT 


killed his wife, Ellen Nugent, on the 20th of 
August, 1876, and was promptly arrested for 


the crime. The homicide was committed by 
means of a pistol. Nugent shot his wite, the 
bali taking effect in her head; and 
death resulted in ashort time. After the pre- 
liminary @etails incident to a trial,Nugent was 
arraigned in the Criminal Court December 2, 
1876, when he pleaded not guilty. His 
trial took place December 24, 1878, 
when he was convicted otf murder in the 
first degree and was sentenced to be hanged. 
A few days afterwards a stay of proceedings 
was pranted. On the 4th of the following Jan- 
uary an appeal was allowed. ‘The case wags 
taken to the Court ot Appeals,and from there to 
the State Supreme Court. Both of 
these tribunals affirmed the decision ofthe 
trial court. The decision of the Supreme Court 
made known this morning was the last hope 
of the doomed man. 
H. J. REDEMEIER 

shot Franz Voszon tiie 19th otJune, 1878. 
His case presents some peculiarities that are 
quite interesting. On being arraigned tor his 
crime in the Criminal Court he pleaded guilty. 
This was on the 2znd of August, 1878. Tae 
court sentenced him to be hung between tne 
hours ot 6 and 7 o’ciock a. m. on July 9, 1878. 
By means known to the !egal fraternity, on the 
15th of June, 1878, the prisoner withdrew his 
original pleaand entered not gullty to the 
charge of murder. His trial toek place in 
December of the same year, when be was found 
guilty by the jury of murder in the first degree. 
An appeal wastaken January 4, 1879. The ap- 
pelate court affirmed the decision ot the Crimi- 
nal Court, and as a consequence Redemeier 
will receive §bis sentence from the latter court 
probably during the present session. 

NUGENT INTERVIEWED. 

A reporter tor the Post-DISPATCH called on 
Edward Nugent at the jail this morning, im- 
mediately ufter Nugent had received informa- 
tion that the Supreme Court had refused to re- 
verse the decision of the lower courts, by 
which he was convicted of murder. Nugentis 
a man 46 years old, of medium 
size. He bas a full beardg and has 
light hair. His face is open and frank, and 
not the countenance one would expect to find 
in a wife-murderer. The reporter, after in- 
forming the prisoner that the news from the 
Supreme Court was true, asked Nugent what 
he thought of the decision. 

‘*‘] um innocent of that crime,’’ replied 
Nugent in alow voice. ‘‘Ithinkthe sentence 
and veidict were too severe. I did not deserve 


it. =" 
THE EVIDENCE. 

‘*What about the evidence?’’ continued the 
reporter. 

‘‘The evidence was made up against me. Ij 
they had sucha conclusive case against me 
why did they wait two years after the commis- 
sion ut the alleged crime before thev brought 
we totrial ? I heard while in jail that evideuce 
was to be mapufactured ugaiost me, but I 
could not believe it until I beard it in court 
during wytrial. They tried to maxe it appear 
that I nad frequently assaulted wy wife, for tne 
purpose of influencing the jury. It 
was on this account thats I thought 
the Supreme Court would reverse the decision 
of the Court of Appeals. There was one wit- 
ness, KB. Wueller or Willer, 1 have forgotten 
his name, whodid not appear at allatthe in- 


quest, but when the case came for trial 
that witness testified that he _ 
me do the killing through a broken 


blind at the window, The blinds were all new 
at that time, and lam positive that he could 
not sceinthe house. Of course, at the tris] 
the blind was brought down, and it was then 
foundto be broken. That wastwo years after 
the homicide actually occurred.’’ 

**Where did you live?’’ 

‘*T lived on Groves street, between Kossuth 
and Bailey. Ilived with my wile twenty years 
and have five children still iiving.’’ 

HE UNDERSTANDS HIS SENTENCE, 

‘*‘Do you understand that your conviction 
means hanging?’’ queried the visitor. 

‘*What was that you said?’’ put in Nugent, 
in an alarmed manne. 

The reporter repeated it, when Nugent said: 

‘*‘Yes, that is my understanding, without 
something can be done to save me.’’ 

‘‘Are you going 10 make a move inthat di- 
rection?’’ ° 

‘*] don’t know what I will do. I think my 
lawyer, F. D. Turner, bas made a motion tor 
an arrest ofjudgment. I can tell betterina 
day or two what course I will follow. 

'* How long have you been in jail:’’ 

‘*since the 21st of August, 1876. lam next 
to the oldest prisoner in the jatl. hring has 
been here longer than any of us.’’ 

Lhe :eporter then tried to see Redemeler and 
Win. Heath, but in both cases they sent word 
that they did not want to see anviody, and 
would not talk to a newspaper man under any 
circumstances.

A NICE LITTLE RIDE. 


|From the New York Mercury. | 


I was formerly a great admirer of steam en- 
ines, and especially of locomotives, but I 

ave got bravely overit. I carried this ad- 
miration to an excess—it became almost 4 
monomania with me to be around railroad 
depots and to watch the traias coming in and 
going out. Not that I am of a methanica) tura 
of mind atall—far from it. I could never 
make anything in my life, not even a bootjack, 
although I worked on oneforthree days, 
broke two saws and agimlet, eut my left 
band half off, and had to giveitup afcerall: 

The steam engine was always a mystery to 
me—I would as soon try to comprehen’ the 
principle of the gyroscope—and [ never knew 
the name of any of its parts, except the piston 
rod, cylinder, and governor; yet I loved to sit 
and watch the thing at work, wheezing and 
clanking with fts slow, even, steady motion— 
ah, it was a great fascination to me! But the 
greatest pleasure that I knew was to havea 
good swift ride on a locomotive. From my 
almost constant presence at the depots, I 
knew all the engineers of the line of the Sling- 
wheel and Firepan Railroad—an unbroken 
track of 200 odd miles, over level country, 
which I had often traveled in the cars, in the 
tender, or perchedgiddily upon that trembD- 
ling, snorting, shaky machine, tke iron horse.

When compelled to travel now-a-days 
I always go in a quiet little wagon of my own, 
with a pair of steady nags, and never emulate 
anything faster than eiyht or ten miles an 
bour.

The Walnut Street Theater, St. Louis, 
in 1853—How the Chinese First Came 
to the Mound City. | 
Of those who know Mr. Charles M. Elleard 

as a florist, who lives, moves and has his being 

in the midst of a bower of beauty, there are 
but few who remember him as an impre- 
sario and avery successful one. And yeta 
good many years ago, when mostof the men 
of the present generation were occupied with 
chinies and foot-and-a-half, whea town- 
bal] was the only manly recreation of a person, 
when the young people didn’t actually know 
whether they were going to be boys or girls, 

Mr. Elleard Was making money and gathering 

fame as. apurveyor of amusementto the 

old young people, and the young ol people 

of sant in the eighteen hundred and fifties.

**You know, probably, that it has heen 
said of late that you had concluded to with- 
draw permanently from the tield, but it has 
been declared more recently that you had no 
idea of doing anything of the kind, and 
would make a vigorous eanvass.’’ 

“Tam comparatively indifferent to the mat- 
ter, and certainly do not care enough for the 
ottice tomake any great exertionfor it. | 
would take it of course, dnd: take 1t grateful- 
ly, if it weregiven me by the,people of Mis- 
souri, for I would regard it as a mark of their 


confidence and as a reward for any 
services I. may have rendered the 
State. I am continually solicited 


by people from all dictions, but Lt do not 
know how much contidence to put in their 
sincerity. 
IF I WERE A POOR MAN 

I doubt if I would be rezarded by them as 
such a fit person for the oflice. There is an 
idea that I am so anxious to be elected Sena- 
tor that I will spend a large amount of money 
for it. There never was a greater mis- 
take. I do not want any ottice 
bad enough to buy my way into it, or even 
attempt suchathing, and all propositions 
that have been madeto me looking to any- 
thing of this kind have been rejected, and I 
shall treat them in the future just as I have in 
the past.
